THE PEOFIT8 OF SHEEP RAISING.

Specking from ocukr demonstration au 
tho experience of the past four years 
give my view of the whole irmtter RS fol 
l>ws: — 


Any man, espodWIy a man of family, 


moclie-jic or fa'mer in straightened circuni 
stances who is nirting a living in the Norfl 
will do better to remain just as lie is, an 
this in the facu of the fact that thousand 
•re flocking to what thoy deem a new R 
doralo, the masa of whom I fool quite em 
Over their coin bread and bacon with bu 
It* exception! will re-echo thi* sentiment 
To the capitalist however, or man of suffl 
cient means at his command this is a vor 
different thing to consider. Texas io a 
state cf magnificent proportions. A gr«i 
state—new as jet; and undeveloped—an 
we will consider the inducements offered in 
perhaps contradistinction to Texas journal 
but with, all due defrenco lo them or ti 
those in whose interest they are conducted 
With but few exceptions their 'represeuU 
tlons are timply a tissue of falsehoods. 


Tradesmen in all branches are in excess 


of tho demand and the market is over- 
stocked in consequence. Business is any- 
thing but flourishing; there is too much 
business with too little population to sup- 
port it. As an agricultural country, grout- 
ing for the most part a splendid soil but, 
owing to the uncertainties of rainfall with 
the exception of the more northern portion, 
I can see ho inducements whatever bver 
those offered in any of the older state?. 
When irrigation becomes a possibility the 
case would bo widely different. 


Texas then natnrallj nnd simply in my 


humble opinion resolves itself into but one 
aspect of the question at the present day 
and that is as a stock raising country. 
Wool growing being an important feature of 
it, a second Australia for sheep is encom- 
passed 
within 
its 
boundaries. Having 


horsebaeked over a goodly portion of the 
state and believing I had in me the 
ele- 


ments of success in this branch of industry, 
I was more favorably impressed with other 
than that, portion of the state where sheep 
ranches were most prevalent. In regard lo 
the profits of wool growing as compared to 
the more northern 
states, Texas offers 


advantages of unlimited postorage,—iaore 
equable climate, less liability to loss in any 
shape and with a careful fiockmaster and fe- 


t liable herders,with judgment,observation and 


knowledge of the country one would bo ablo 
to manage flocks of thousands where in the 
north small flocks of hundreds only could 
be handled. 
We may bo asked why aro not 


more engaged in the business. Tbe only 
tenly we con make is—those v,ho would 
engage in it have not the means at their 
command—and.those who have, do not nd- 
mire an isolated life even though it does of- 
fer large returns; —thoy prefef their threo 
and a hilf per cent, with collateral security 
to an investment paying hundreds, if it be 
located beyond their doorstep, telling you, 
"Qh yes, that looks very well upon pnper." 


Now I do not propose to go into the mi- 


mi to of the thing in this off-hand sketch 
but let us see how it does look on paper. 


You will grant forty per cent,, increase; 


80 per cent, is generally conceded; from 
which a loss of 10 per cent, is considered a 
fair reduction, witi on average (10 per cent, 
females and 40 males to base a calculation 
of increase, but wo will Just take 40 per 
cent, as a basis simply to illustrate.
